DEAR READER ! 

With the pictures in this album we would like to 
take you to the land of Afghanistan: the land of 
blood, burning, destruction, torture, and barbarism 
(committed by Russians) and the land of resistance, 
faith, determination, and heroism (shown by Mujahi¬ 
deen). Before entering the land, however, you should 
know something about the coimtry. 

Geographically, Afghanistan is a landlocked 
country located in the heart of Asia, bound by Pakis¬ 
tan on the East and South, Iran on the West, Central 
Asian Republics under Russian occupation on the 
North, and China on the North-East. Afghanistan is a 
mountainous country with most of its parts located 
1200 meters above sea level. It has a dry climate with 
extreme temperatures: hot^ in the summer and very 
cold with a lot of snow in the winter. A highway net¬ 
work connects the main cities in the North (such as 
Mazar-e-Sharif and Kundoz), in the West and South- 
West (such as Herat and Kandahar), as well as in the 
East (Jalalabad) to the capital, Kabul. But most of 
other parts of the country are located in almost iso¬ 
lated areas with little or no communication facilities 
among them. 


Ethnically, there live several different ethnic 
groups in Afghanistan, such as Pashtun, Tajik, Hazara, 
Uzbek and Aimaq. They speak Pashtu, Dari (different 
dialect of Persian) and a number of other local langu¬ 
ages. But almost all the people (more than 99 per cent) 
are devoted Muslims. 


Historically, Afghanistan has a brilliant past. It 
has been the cradle of civilizations and the scene of 
great invasions. But all the imperialists — from Alexan¬ 
der the Great to Gengez Khan, Taimor the Lame, and 
the Great Britain — met with strong resistance from 
the Afghan people and suffered historic defeats. Islam 
came to Afghanistan in the 8th century A.D. Since 
then it has been an important factor in the nation’s 
life. Afghanistan has offered great Islamic scholars and 
philosophers to the world, and Afghan’s adherence to 
the Islamic Faith has been exemplary. It was mostly 
the religious leaders who organized fights against 
British imperialism in the 19th and early 20th centu¬ 
ries which inflicted heavy casualties on British troops 
and finally forced them out of the country. 

The strong resistance put up against Russian oar- 
baric Red Army today is also due to Afghan’s strong 
faith in Islam and their readiness to give their lives 
for the defence of their religion and homeland. Rus¬ 
sians with all their barbarism — using the most 
modern deadly weapons, armoured helicopters, MIG 
bombers, napalm bombs, chemical gases, have yet not 
been able to lower Mujahideen’s morale. They have 
been able to destroy and burn down hundreds of vil¬ 
lages and cities, imprison and torture himdreds of 
thousands of innocent people, kill and cripple many 
more himdreds of thousands of women, children, old 
persons and brave youth; and forced millions of per¬ 
sons out of their homes; but they have not been able to 
occupy the country — and shall never be Insha-Allah 
(God Willing). The more the Afghan people suffer, the 
stronger their resistance grows. This is so because 
they believe the more they suffer, the greater will be 
their reward with Allah Almighty. 


Russians’ design for occupation of Afghanistan 
can be traced back many years ago. First the Russians 
tried to penetrate the country under the guise of 
“foreign aid” and “good-neighbourly relations” during 
the past corrupt regimes. Then they used Daud as a 
bridge for bringing their agents to power. Daud and 
Russia’s direct agents’ main effort was to eliminate 
the Muslim activists. When the Afghan Muslim nation 
rose up against the agents and Jihad (Holy War) 
spread all over the country, the pillars of imperialists’ 
palace shook. They found the sending of Red Army 
as the only alternative to save Afghanistan for them. 
Once more Afghans’ unique strong faith, determina¬ 
tion and heroism was put into test. They encountered 
the Red Army with empty hands but with hearts full 
of love of God and desire for Shahadat (martyrdom). 
They give heavy sacrifices, but were successful in the 
fight of faith and determination against bullets and 
fire. They are sure that finally they will defeat Russia 
not only in Afghanistan, but also cause their defeat in 
its other colonized territories. 


Ill l.hiH album you will travel into Afghanistan 
with 1.1 HI Mujahideens. You will see their difficulties in 
movcmoiit: high mountains, large rivers, abundant 
snow. You will see them in operation with their out¬ 
moded guns. But soon they will capture modern wea- 
jions from the enemy. They use Russians' arms against 
thorn and inflict heavy casualties; destroying their 
trvKJks, armoured vehicles and tanks and shooting 
down their jets and helicopters. They also kill and 
injure thousands of Russian soldiers and officers. But 
they suffer heavily themselves: their houses are des¬ 
troyed, their brothers and children get crippled, many 
of them and their family members get martyred, and 
they are forced to find refuge for their families out of 
the country. But they do not give up. They continue 
the fight themselves, and teach their children to carry 
on the Jihad to the coming generations, if need be.

If they return alive, they 
are ‘Ghazis’. Both Shaheed and Glrazi are 
among the chosen servants of Allah.

And Pakistan 
and Iran might be too far away (and even 
there proper treatment is not guaranteed). 
This lack of medical facilities cause thou¬ 
sands of lives which otherwise could be 
saved. 
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Transportation is specially difficult in 
winter when all the mountains are covered 
with snow. But nothing can stop the 
Mujahideen movement and their activities. 
Faith and determination overcomes all 
the obstacles. 
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Look! What the savage Russians have 
brought this innocent family to under the 
name of humanity. This family has lost 
their mother. Their house and village are 
completely destroyed. The only thing which 
they have got are their faith and determi¬ 
nation to fight against their sacred land’s 
enemy. 
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Thousands such families who have lost 
their homes, relatives, land and indepen¬ 
dence are fcirced to take refuge in Pakis¬ 
tan and live under very bad conditions. 
They have to walk for days and weeks. 

If they are lucky they will get a tent in a 
desert. But it is also possible that they 
would have to live without any shelter for 
several months. 




The faithful Mujahideen seek help in stead¬ 
fastness and prayers. They know that 
Allah is woth the steadfast and finally the 
victory will be theirs. 








Tlnirt) iiro ovttr 2.5 million Afghan refugees 
in PiikiHlim and Iran. But for the genocide 
thai thrcaicnod Ihem in Afghanistan, they 
would never hove lived in such miserable 
conditions even for a single day. 

Most of those who remain in refugee 
camps are children, women and old men. 
The young men leave for Jihad as soon as 
their families are settled in camps. 
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A group of Mujahideen getting ready to 
attack the enemy. They pray for their 
success and say “GOODBYE" to each 
other. Some of them may never return, 
but they have decided to give their lives 
voluntarily for a CAUSE.

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Having reached the road the invading 
troops will use for an attack on a village, 
the Mujahideen are taking positions at 
strategic points from where they will am¬ 
bush the advancing Russian troops. Muja¬ 
hideen have primitive weapons, but they 
will soon replace these with better ones 
snatched from the enemy. 

Their morale is high, for they know their 
obligation as Muslims which is to rise up 
in Jihad against the onslaught of the Rus¬ 
sian infidals. They are also aware of the 
great rewards which Allah will bestow on 
them in return for the sacrifices made in 
His path. 
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A ‘City of Camps’ of the uprooted Afghan 
refugees. 
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More than million innocent women, chil¬ 
dren, young and old men have been forced 
out of their homes and have taken refuge 
in Pakistan or Iran. They live a miserable 
life in refugee camps or in overcrowded 
houses. 
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Water shortage is only one of the prob¬ 
lems the refugees face. They also lack 
living facilities, food shortage, paucity of 
medicines and medical care, and problem 
of education.

The most favourite thing Mujahids covet 
is an automatic gun and the easiest way 
to get one is to snatch it from the Russian 
soldiers. A new variety of Klashinkov ex¬ 
hibited in the picture have been captured 
from the enemy. 
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The victory was theirs with minimum 
loss of lives. They snatched weapons from 
the enemy—sufficient to arm themselves 
and their other Mujahid brothers. This 
will prove the beginning of a never-ending 
process of fighting campaigns. Here they 
are planning for the next one.

The encounters are fierce — the fights bet¬ 
ween military hardware and Eman 
(Faith). But the Faith overwhelms vanity. 
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This helicopter was also brought to Muja¬ 
hideen by its Muslim crew. This incident 
—and some other similar ones—however 
happened before the Russian invasion. 
Now all the helicopters and jets—as well 
as tanks and trucks—are operated by the 
Red Army officers and soldiers. Russian 
imperialists are right in not trusting 
Afghans. The moment an Afghan soldier 
finds the chance, he defects and joins his 
Mujahid brothers.

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We believe that with Allah’s help, Afgha¬ 
nistan will finally become the graveyard 
of Russian imperialsm as well.

The only way to remedy our shortcoming is 
to make you understand that what you saw can in no 
way be a proper reflection of what really goes on 
inside Afghanistan. Not only the trip was too short, 
but it also lacked the thrill of horror and the excite¬ 
ment of martyrdom. 

Nonetheless, we would feel happy if we have been 
able to improve your understanding even a bit about 
the situation in Afghanistan. It would be more grati¬ 
fying if we have been able to provoke your conscience 
and sense of responsibility. We believe that in their 
war against Russia, Afghans are not only defending 
their own religion and homeland, but also serving the 
whole humanity. It should be obvious by now that 
Russian imperialism is the enemy of humanity. Afgha¬ 
nistan is not its first target and it will not be its last 
— if it is successful there. Indian sub-continent and 
Gulf area will be its next prey. And if it is able to get 
control over those areas, it will destroy Western 


industry and will usurp the whole world. Then it will 
be YOU who will fall under the wheels of Russian 
tanks and will live under the whip of communism. 
Even if you try to stop Russia from reaching the oil¬ 
fields of the Gulf, you would do so at the risk of a 
nuclear war. Again it will be YOU who will be the 
victim. 

Even if you do not foresee such a future, how can 
you call yourself human if your fellow human beings 
suffer torture, burning, destruction, looting, massacre, 
and even genocide and you living a comfortable life 
without any care ? Even if you are not a Muslim, do 
you not agree with this saying of the Prophet of Islam 
that “human kind is like one body; when one part of 
the body hurts, the pain will be felt all over the 
body”. And if you are a Muslim, your responsibility 
would be greater. Do you not know that “someone 
who gets up in the morning and is not concerned with 
the problems of Muslims — i.e., to find ways to solve 
them — is not a Muslim” ? So what have YOU done 
to fulfill your human and/or Islamic responsibility ? 
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
